Freedom under God America’s dearest 
treasure. Its roots lie deep her Christian 
heritage, and its germ the concept 
personal responsibility his Creator 
for his temporal and eternal salvation. 
Here America freedom has flowered 
ordered democracy, which guarantees 
her citizens the widest latitude individual 
expression within the framework com- 
monly held principles justice, decency, 
and law. 


Educational Freedom 

preserve freedom America must teach 
freedom the schools the nation, 
pre-eminently, that this educative process 
carried on. the classroom that 
the principles underlying our Christian con- 
cept human liberty must defined 
and inculcated, future generations are 
appreciate, defend, and preserve it. 
But that this done, absolutely 
necessary condition that the schools 
America should themselves guaranteed 
their rightful freedom teach the truth. 

Historically and actually our nation has 
been blessed with educational freedom. 
school system not closed, unitary 
the state, servile instrument 
governmental monopoly, but one which 
together with the state-supported 
whole enormous cluster private 
church-related schools, including many 
the most honored names the en- 
educational world, and devoted the 
many millions the nation’s 


Private Schools Are American 
Schools 
That these private and church-related 
schools serve minority America, 
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incidental factor, and plainly unrealistic 
thinking discount their importance 
that score. Indeed, unrealistic be- 
little any way the schools which 
more than 5,000,000 young Americans are 
currently receiving their education. These 
schools, emphatically, are integral part 
the American educational system. And 
long our nation faithful her 
principles justice and due process 
law, these schools will remain permanent 
part that system. 


Private Schools First the Field 

not without significance that the 
private and church-related schools were the 
first the field American education. 
For well-nigh two centuries, during our 
Colonial and early national periods, they 
occupied that field alone. was from such 
schools, from fruitful seed-beds, that 
there came the guiding intellectual and 
moral impulses which led the definition 
and establishment American freedom 
less than the leadership which launched 
the young Republic her career his- 
tory. The familiar pride Daniel Web- 
ster his alma mater, which was both 
private and church-related, echoed 
countless other Americans all walks 
life and all stages our growth. And 
demonstrably faulty interpretation 
the mind such liberal theorist 
Thomas Jefferson which would present him 
champion monopolistic state sys- 
tem education. 


Catholic Schools Are American 
Schools 
Catholics, our memory stirred 
the recollection the valiant efforts 
our religious founders this country 
provide, out their slender resources, for 
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the educational needs their people. 
think young John Carroll, destined 
our first Bishop, conning his lessons 
Bohemia Manor, Colonial Maryland. 
The torch grasped there was 
carried myriad hands 
brighter fires from end end our ex- 
panding nation. with honest pride 
that survey the development Catholic 
education America, intimately part 
her cultural growth, deeply inter- 
twined with the traditions and aspirations 
her people. The Catholic school has 
matured with the Church, joint product 
the foresight the Bishops and the 
enlightened generosity her faithful. 
foreign importation, alien growth, 
but sturdy native plant, conspicuous 
example common religious impulse 
working under the favorable conditions 
our Republic. 


Accomplishment American Schools 

The rise and vigorous expansion the 
American educational system cited, cor- 
rectly one the major achievements 
Western civilization. During the past 
hundred years, particular, general edu- 
cation, sponsored states and communi- 
ties, religious groups and private bodies, has 
come very near the goal providing 
adequate educational opportunities for 
every American. would blind prejudice 
which would refuse acknowledge, this 
connection, the tremendous accomplishment 
the public educational agencies. What- 
ever uneasiness may must felt 
the score educational theory and philoso- 
phy illustrated large areas Ameri- 
can teaching, the plain physical fact the 
school system matter for unanimous 
congratulation. This, least part, 
what freedom has achieved. 


But the unparalleled growth the 
schools supported public funds 
mighty tribute America’s zeal for learn- 
ing and her ambition build intelligent 
democratic society, less astonishing has 
been the growth and accomplishment 
the private and church-related schools dur- 
ing the same relative period. candor, 
deserves said that their record affords 
even more impressive example the 
American spirit work, for has been 
brought about not the advantage 
public funds nor the spur 
lative mandate, but the free co-opera- 
tion those convinced their importance 
and necessity. is, incidentally, wholly 
erroneous conceive that these schools 
represent diminishing force the Ameri- 
can educational system. Their growth today, 
proportionately, equals where does not 
actually exceed that schools maintained 
public authority. 


Catholic Schools Are Democratic 
Schools 

Let this fully understood: Private 
and church-related schools America exist 
not sufferance but right. The right 
implicit the whole concept American 
freedom and immunity from totalitarian 
oppression and the constitutional frame- 
work our Federal government and 
the several States. Under attack has been 
rendered explicit the decision the 
Supreme Court the United States 
the celebrated Oregon School Case. 

Thus far, happily, the right the parent 
educate the child has not been success- 
fully challenged any American court. 
The country agrees that this right basic 
the definition freedom. that edu- 
school, the private school, the church- 
affiliated school, the choice the parent 
decisive. the state has concurrent 
right decree minimal education for its 
citizens, vital necessity modern 
democratic society, that right does not 
extend arbitrary designation the 
school the educational agency. 


Rights Parents 

is, rather, general right, limited 
the primary right the parent exer- 
cise his choice according his best wisdom 
and his conscience. Indeed, worth re- 
marking that while the state may usefully 
engage the business education, 
demonstrated our national experience, 
has authority either monopolize 
the field arrogate itself exclusive 
privileges and powers. The state, defini- 
tion, not itself primarily educative 
agency. 

The right the parent attend 


the child’s education is, moreover, antece- 
dent any human law institution. 
vested his very nature and de- 
manded fulfillment his actual par- 
enthood. this reflects the inviolability 
the human person and his freedom 
under God. indeed right which must 
exercised accordance with sound rea- 
son and consistently with the just demands 
society, but remains fundamentally 
intact the parent’s keeping. 
manifestation the law nature 
concrete action. that private and 
religious education America rests upon 
the law nature well upon the law 
the land. 


Catholic Parents Obey Conscience 

For Catholic parents there addi- 
tional imperative. they willingly accept 
the obligations their faith, they realize 
that the mind the Church impor- 
tant subject education cannot 
conscience ignored. this mind 
interpreted for them their spiritual 
leaders, the Bishops, they know that the 
circumstances modern life demand the 
positive training their children the 
fundamentals religion, training which 
cannot soundly imparted elsewhere than 
schools dedicated the purpose. 
conscientious Catholics, they “think with 
the Church”; with supreme confidence 
divine wisdom, and with magnificent 
generosity, they have provided the indi- 
cated means, the Catholic school. 

dangerous thinking suppose that 
the existence the private school 
infringement upon the domain the school 
supported public funds. The private 
school concrete demonstration the 
fact that education not monopoly 
public authority. should added, more- 
over, that the private school provides 
saving and challenging variety the total 
system, beneficial the whole and mani- 
festly fruitful its effects. Those who 
would seek abolish the private school 
would not only sin against justice, they 
would destroy something very precious 
American life. 


Purpose Catholic Schools 

Neither the church-related school 
limitation the right the state 
insure educated citizenry. exists not 
only fulfill the function education 
our democratic society, but specifically 
educate the Christian for his dual citi- 
zenship time and eternity. exists 
teach not only the content the 
accepted curriculum, but that which the 
tax-supported school under present con- 
ditions may not teach, namely, positive re- 
ligion. Other nations, with varying success, 


have attempted general educational sys- 
tems which provision made for reli- 
gious instruction separate church-related 
schools. 


Practical considerations, view wide 
religious differences, almost from the out- 
set prevented the American tax-supported 
schools from following this pattern. There 
are those now, even among public school 
educators, who regret the development, in- 
volving, has, the risk religious in- 
differentism and secularism. The solution 
the problem indeed difficult. The alterna- 
tive, far the religious bodies who 
believe education essential their mission 
are concerned, the school under religious 
auspices. 


4,000,000 Youth Catholic 
Schools 

The Catholic Church America, 
cite only major example, recognized this 
alternative far back 1852, when the 
First Plenary Council her Bishops ear- 
nestly recommended the parochial school 
the necessary safeguard the faith 
her children. Thirty-two years later, the 
Third Plenary Council, the recommendation 
was strengthened and enacted law: the 
school was part every well- 
organized parish. Today, with total en- 
rollment, from kindergarten graduate 
school, more than four million American 
youth, the vision the Fathers has taken 
monumental impressiveness. Fully 
keeping with the American tradition, 
perhaps the greatest achievement gen- 
eral education under religious auspices and 
without government support the world has 
ever known. 

The fact, bears repetition: 
The private and church-related school are 
part the American system. Manifestly, 
they exist; they exist right; and they 
are unquestionably carrying large share 
the educational burden. Their teachers, 
religious and lay, have dedicated them- 
selves high purpose, have labored 
hard acquit themselves worthily, and 
the entire nation their debtor. These 
schools have every claim fact and 
justice recognized powerful con- 
tributing factors the building better 
and freer country. 

They have their critics, and among them 
none more vocal than those who assert that 
these schools introduce element 
divisiveness into American society. were 
idle attempt argue the point with 
those who deliberately employ foment 
disagreement, but for the sake those 
who are honestly confused, worth ex- 
amining the charge. Upon what does 
rest? justified the observation that 
private schooling and religious education 
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have actually tended toward sundering 
the bonds civil unity and common 
loyalty.

Christianity, with its primary in- 
love God and love 
not divisive. Only those who 
teach hatred teach division; those who 
love teach unity.

Christian training, with its emphasis 
the sanctions divine law, the natural 
and civil law, the social nature 
the virtues justice and charity, 
moral obligations patriotism and 
public service, provides the strongest ce- 
ment that can possibly bind nation to- 
gether?

Statistics covering both Catholic and 
public schools provide food for serious 
thought. While the public schools have 
tremendous problem the number 
dropouts, exceeding per cent 
the high school level, the Catholic high 
schools seem doing remarkable job 
holding the vast majority their stu- 
even the point attracting 
cent their high school graduates 
‘nt the public high schools. The 
thing, however, about this flat- 
ring Catholic picture that the total 
atholic high school student enrollment 
‘presents mere per cent the 
tal Catholic grammar school graduates!

that postulates not uniformity but 
rather unity variety. Church-related 
schools reflect nothing clearly that 
American spirit which demands unity 
the essentials citizenship while defend- 
ing the death those things which the 
citizen guaranteed his freedom. 


Appeal Justice and Equity 

What, then, the place the private 
and church-related schools America? 
Their place one dictated nothing 
more than justice and equity, and accorded 
the recognition their worth. They have, 
repeat, full right considered and 
dealt with components the American 
educational system. They protest against 
the kind thinking that would reduce 
them secondary level, and against 
unfair and discriminatory treatment which 
would, effect, write them off less 
wholly dedicated the public welfare 
than the state-supported schools. The stu- 
dents these schools have the right 
benefit from those measures, grants, 
aids, which are manifestly designed for the 
health, safety and welfare American 
youth, irrespective the school attended.

been made face this critical dropout 
problem. One their most effectual solu- 
tions has been the large-scale development 
vocational programs geared the de- 
mands ever expanding industrialized 
national community. Catholic high schools, 
instead, have been holding fast the 
traditional academic, and sometimes busi- 
ness, programs favor meager 
per cent our grammar school graduates, 
and currently there seem telling 
signs educationally inspired tre:.d 
toward holding, least attracting large 
numbers the remaining per cent 
our grammar school graduates. Since al- 
ready per cent this nation’s public 
schools have ventured with success into 
the vocational education experiment, this 
nationally successful trend should serve 
index the educational needs the 
times and inspire us, too, inaugurate our 
own vocational program. Such program 
would offer our boys and girls wider range 
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advancement opportunities highly 
competitive fields, develop them gradually 
into more power and articulate force for 
good the formulation public policy, 
and exert firmer hold them during 
their trying and confusing years adoles- 
cent emotional all this 
under Catholic sponsorship! 


Growth the Vocational Movement 

the earlier part this past half 
century, manual training was regarded 
mere stepchild general education. This 
came about mainly because lack, 
the time, philosophical uniformity among 
vocational-minded educators, and because, 
too, its being generally used dump- 
ing ground for delinquent, problem, 
retarded younsters. The Smith-Hughes Act 
Congress 1917 broke down this one- 
sided trend prejudicial the type 
society into which America was fast de- 
veloping. Through the Act, the lawmakers 
deliberately shifted the responsibility for 
vocational education from the field in- 
dustry, commerce, and agriculture the 
public school, thus creating very critical 
reorientation problem school organiza- 
tion. The last series far-reaching 
Congressional measures, the George-Barden 
Act 1946, appropriated vaster federal 
funds for strictly vocational training pur- 
poses less than college grade. 

our own day, vocational education 
experiencing startling renaissance. 
now generally regarded educators, in- 
dustrial executives, legislators, and labor 
leaders filling definite place general 
education. 1910, there were scarcely 
handful manual teacher training colleges, 
such the Stout Institute, and their two- 
year courses were mainly manipulative. To- 
day years are 203 col- 
leges and universities the country with 
industrial teacher education department 
offering degrees industrial education. 
present-day complete industrial education 
library contains about 3000 technical and 
professional books. Throughout the country, 
more than 45,000 shop instructors are be- 
ing currently employed 
schools, teaching scores vocational pur- 
suits. 

the turn the century, American 
schools were also universally academic, 
even though the vocational education move- 
ment had begun early the 
national basis. Then came the trenchant 
Smith-Hughes Act 1917, which estab- 
lished law set rigid vocational 
standards, running counter the tradi- 
tional liberal arts concept education. 
This past decade has seen swing public 
education slowly approaching the midway 
compromise between the liberal and the 


manual schools thought. Public educa- 
tion viewing with divided feelings the 
growth the comprehensive high school, 
which its fervid proponents call real 
laboratory The comprehen- 
sive public high school attempts absorb 
pupils from cross section our demo- 
cratic society, keep them learning side 
side regardless the liberal, manual, 
blended courses being followed, and 
prepare them for our democratic way 
life. One such school, which regarded 
among the best the country, 
Arsenal Technical High School Indi- 
anapolis, Ind.

restricted sense, vocational educa- 
tion well-rounded prevocational train- 
ing course specific manipulative skill, 
such machine shop, auto mechanics, 
electricity, etc., aimed job training for 
gainful employment. the broad sense, 
vocational education series planned 
exploratory shop experiences mechanical 
and creative skills, aimed unearthing 
and stimulating native capacities and ten- 
dencies. This general purpose can best 
summed as: (1) prevocational, far 
there guidance through wide range 
exploratory shop experiences toward the 
eventual selection vocational 
occupation; (2) nonvocational, that is, de- 
sirable exposure cultural 
industrial background for liberal arts and 
professional majors; (3) social, that is, 
aid the future worker-citizen becom- 
ing more readily adjustable the changing 
complexities industrialized national 
economy; and (4) disciplinary, that is, 
supplying immediate motivational interests 
the slothful, restless, mentally re- 
tarded one several practical solutions 
the disturbing dropout problem. This 
broader phase vocational education now 
goes under the accepted terminology 
industrial-arts education. 

The total vocational education program, 
well defined the federal legislation 
the past years, covers the following 
spheres mechanical and creative activ- 
ities: (1) production, through agricultural 
education for the future farmers 
America, and trade and industrial education 
for the future skilled 
workers America; (2) distribution, 
through business education and distribu- 
tive education; and (3) consumption, 
through home economics education and 
industrial arts education. date, there 
does not exist universally accepted pat- 
tern for applying successfully the voca- 
tional objectives such the public 
school system. This left local boards 
education. 


The following are some more less 
accepted shop patterns for implementing 
vocational education objectives. 


Industrial Arts Program 

The Arts Program in- 
tegrated part general education, anc 
employs the following types shop pat- 
terns: (1) The Comprehensive Genera 
Shop. This based the multiple prin- 
ciple that all areas industry contribute 
the understanding the Americar 
industrial community. provides facilitie: 
for variety elementary industrial pur 
suits single shop; as, for instance, 
comprehensive general shop 
might cover the following industrial 
activity: woodwork, metalwork, leather- 
craft, and ceramics. This type shop 
recommended for small schools. (2) The 
Integrated General Shop. This based 
the single principle that over-all theme 
should govern the use tools and mate- 
rials. provides facilities for variety 
elementary industrial pursuits drawn from 
some single industrial phase activity 
the area; as, for instance, the graphic arts 
general shop which covers letterpress, off- 
set, silk screen, photography, bindery, etc.. 
all taught one shop the same instruc- 
tor. This type shop recommended for 
larger schools. (3) The Unit Shop. This 
based the principle that rotation 
through experiences affords 
greater personal satisfaction and greater 
degree mechanical thoroughness. 
offers single shop experience time; 
as, for instance, the sheet metal shop, the 
heat-treatment shop, the foundry shop, etc. 
This Unit Shop differentiated from the 
out-and-out trade shop not much 
type shop amount equipment 
the different objectives each. The 
industrial-arts unit shop part general 
education, while the trade unit shop 
specialized prevocational job training. 


Vocational Education Program 

The Vocational Education Program 
distinct part specialized pre-employment 
education. Here have the trade 
called its specific trade name; as, for 
instance, the carpentry shop, the printing 
shop, etc. The trade shop the product 
the combined planning efforts labor 
industry, business, and education 
given locality. The trade shop program, 
its best present-day form, covers three 
distinct areas learning: (1) mechanica! 
skill, which directly prepares for wage 
earning; (2) technical instruction, which 
required for thorough grasp the 
tentialities given trade, and relatec 
knowledge applied mathematics, indus 
trial physics and chemistry, and drafting 
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(3) cultural book learning, which makes 
the student socially aware his Western 
cultural heritage and is, besides, required 
the reception high school diploma. 


Catholic School Dropouts 

Now, return our own Catholic 
high school dropout problem. is, 
seen, discouraging fact that are 
oresently faced with per cent drop- 
out boys and girls graduating from our 
schools. attempting solve 
problem part, would seem natural 
take some tips from the vocational 
public education, and weigh 
the need for introducing least modest 
program our Catholic high 
along the broad industrial-arts lines. 

Brushing aside, for the moment, such 
though quite annoying difficulties 
shop space, workable scholastic programs, 
local authorization, and other equally dis- 
turbing problems, two problems seem 
once assume the stature major road 
blocks, namely, qualified instructors and 
adequate funds. 


Qualified Instructors 

for qualified instructors, should 
consider: (1) Teacher’s Credentials. There 
state educational legal measure bar- 
ring the employment shop instructors 
who lack teacher’s credentials. These cre- 
dentials are required only the shop 
instructors who must qualify for federal 
and state appropriations legally earmarked 
the Smith-Hughes and the George- 
Barden Laws for educational education 
purposes the public schools the 
nation. That automatically excludes all 
schools whose scholastic organization does 
not fall under the direct control the 
state office public instruction. (2) Stu- 
dent’s Diploma. For the reception high 
school diploma the state California, 
required that least the minimum 
scholastic program determined the board 
education taught under certified 
teachers. Consequently, graduates from 
Catholic vocational high schools who fulfill 
obligatory minimum would not 
deprived the high school diploma before 
gainful employment. (3) Part-time 
Among the younger ranks 
labor, business, teaching men and 
the parish school locality, 
individuals could found willing pur- 
sie this form retirement activity for 
part-time fee, until the growth 
healthy industrial-arts program will 
for more elaborate planning. (4) Com- 
Service. Labor, industry, business 
could approached and prevailed upon 
furnish part-time instructors for only 
hours weekly, simply part 
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community service. (5) Future Los An- 
geles Area Instructors, part. For the 
schools the Los Angeles area, may 
well note here that the Los Angeles 
Archdiocese has already begun the actual 
construction large vocational high 
school and technical institute, the first 
the Far West under Catholic auspices. 
hoped that this vocational venture will 
future years supply potential and quali- 
fied shop instructors for those archdiocesan 
schools now contemplating vocational edu- 
cation within the next six seven years. 


Adequate Funds 

for the problem adequate funds, 
this presents very real obstacle the 
promotion broader general educational 
objectives our Catholic high schools. 
This difficulty ought met head-on 
with worldly business wisdom and Christian 
courage, since souls are stake, souls 
whose thinking needs wholesomely in- 
fluenced, our secularist society. this 
matter funds, the following could serve 
constructive suggestions: (1) Monthly 
Shop Fee. The expense for materials, hand 
tools, and few simple power-driven ma- 
chines that make modest 
industrial-arts shop can handled easily 
the long run through nonprohibitive 
and pro rata monthly fee. (2) Live Jobs. 
The production 
community salable articles for home, etc.,

can stimulated through spirited and 
prudent public-relations-minded committee 
the local Parent-Teacher Home and 
School Association. This would serve 
increase funds for the modest needs 
industrial-arts program. (3) Diocesan Edu- 
cation Office. The vocational education high 
school case could presented the local 
ordinary through the office the diocesan 
superintendent schools distinctly 
Catholic community problem; stipulation 
parochial funds for shop instructor 
could presented pastor group 
pastors the basis additional 
faculty member. 


Look the Future 

What does the future hold store for 
American Catholic education? God only 
knows. Some straws the wind, however, 
may serve give better perspective 
these days social and economic and 
political transition. 

Monsignor Denis Hayes, superintendent 
schools for the Diocese Paterson, 
J., made the following provocative com- 
ment after completing inspection tour 
our latest Salesian vocational high 
school that city: “Here you have field 
activity yet untouched our Catho- 
lic schools vocational, technical educa- 
tion!” Though the vocational education 
program sense new, just one 
century ago last year St. John Bosco had 
already installed his first vocational shop 
the city Turin, which was the 
time undergoing the pangs industrial 
and political revolution, This work car- 
ried today scattered nations 
the world his spiritual sons. 

the teaching religious among you, 
may real interest know that the 
Salesian Brothers have reached the impres- 
sive figure one every five Salesians 
per cent the total Salesian member- 
ship, and their number increasing. 
this regard, Monsignor Hayes added, sig- 
nificantly, the above-quoted comment: 
“Your Salesian Brothers are unique this 
field vocational education. great 
future lies open before them 
country.” Those words need not re- 
stricted Brotherhood the Salesian 
Congregation alone. Any teaching congre- 
gation with flexibility experiment this 
potential vocational field will find many 
young men the world today just 
do—who are deeply sincere their 
determination give supernatural mean- 
ing the trade which already theirs. 
offering these willing recruits religious 
formation and some basic teacher training 
course, cycle shop instructors could 
initiated, which would take roundly

Were 
the Catholic high schools include, 
their over-all educational program, some 
the more practical aspects vocational 
education fit the economic and social 
needs the present industrialized genera- 
tion, quite conceivable that some time 


the second half this century large 
influential group Catholic top-ranking 
industrial and business executives, labor 
leaders, educators, and legislators could 
holding their safe hands the Christian 
destinies our beloved democracy! Let 
not overlook the pertinent fact that 
within the past decade, the Catholic birth 
rate has been increasing the rate 
little better than times that the 
national one. the next few years, per 
cent America’s elementary school chil- 
dren will Catholic! 

Let conclude with quotation from 
one the greatest Catholic educators 


all time, St. John Bosco. Ninety-one years 
ago, this saintly pioneer priest the 
service vocational education made re- 
markably prophetic statement, which seems 
carry warning ring our own dis- 
turbed days: “The dangers that loom over 
the nations tomorrow are terrifying, un- 
less the workingman’s problems solved 
Christian spirit. The destinies the 
will lie the hands those who 
will know how reach out the working 
classes. However, civil society does not 
interest itself the lot the worker, 
this same labor force will destroy society 
itself.” 


The National School Lunch Program 


The nutrition school children has 
long been matter concern teachers, 
nutritionists, and others interested child 
health. the function the school 
promote the well-being the whole child 
and anything that can make all living bet- 
ter for him vital concern the school. 
Wholesome, appetizing food served at- 
tractive surroundings makes important 
contribution the spiritual, mental, phy- 
sical, social, and emotional development 
the child. 

The school lunch had its beginnings 
Germany, France, and other continental 
countries, but England was the scene its 
most rapid development. the United 
States, the school lunch began the early 
twentieth century with the feeding 
hungry children some our larger cities. 
Soon urban high schools and rural con- 
solidated schools began serving hot noon 
meal children who could not home 
for lunch. These programs, usually spon- 
sored some local group, were the actual 
beginnings the present National School 
Lunch Program. 


Federal Aid for Lunches 

1933, federal aid became available 
school lunch operations for the first time. 
that year the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation furnished. loans 
communities pay labor costs involved 
the preparation and serving school 
lunches. The funds thus provided assisted 
greatly the development and expansion

locally sponsored programs. This de- 
velopment received another impetus 1935 
when federal legislation was enacted which 
authorized the United States Department 
Agriculture distribute farm commod- 
ities schools serving lunches. 

The entrance the United States into 
World War brought great demand for 
food and consequent reduction the 
donated commodities available school 
lunch programs. Therefore, 1943, the 
Department Agriculture began assisting 
lunch programs with cash reimbursements. 
During the years 1944 and 1945 Congress 
authorized the use $50,000,000 for the 
operation the lunch programs 
and 1946 added deficiency appropri- 
ation $7,500,000 this amount. 

The National School Lunch Act, signed 
the President June 1946, placed 
the school lunch programs permanent 
basis. This Act states: 


Congress, measure national security, 
safeguard the health and well-being 
the Nation’s children, and encourage 
the domestic consumption nutritious 


agricultural commodities and other food, 
assisting the States, through grant-in- 
aid and other means, providing 
adequate supply foods and other facili- 
ties for the establishment, maintenance, 
operation, and expansion nonprofit 
school lunch 


Operation the Program 

The United States Department Agri- 
culture responsible for carrying out the 
provisions the Act. Both public and 
private nonprofit schools high school 
grade and under are eligible for federal 
funds. states whose laws prevent the 
state educational agency from administer- 
ing any program private schools, such 
schools may enter into agreement with 
the United States Department Agri- 
culture operate the program. The lunch 
must available all children attending 
the school and shall served without cost 
reduced cost those who are 
unable pay. The program must oper- 
ated nonprofit basis, and all funds 
over and above the operating expenses 
are used for reducing the cost 
meals paying children, improving the 
quality the meals, for the purchase 
and maintenance supplies, services, anc 
equipment used the preparation anc 
serving the lunches. 

The amount federal funds that each 
state receives for distribution the schools 
depends the number school-age chil-

Federal Distribution Food 

Besides the actual money aids given 
the Federal Government, the United States 
Department Agriculture buys and dis- 
tributes schools foods high nutritive 
value that are suitable for children’s 
lunches. addition, the Department makes 
available, from time time, foods which 
are obtained under authority legislation 
aimed widening the market outlet for 
farm commodities. These commodities are 
distributed from the Department’s area 
warehouses numerous centers established 
throughout the states. lunch 
supervisor, upon being contacted her 
center may accept reject all part 
the foods offered. Not only 
donated commodities help the schools 
financing their programs, but they also 
furnish nutritious foods for attractive 
meals. The claim sheet one Ohio school 
shows the following commodities have 
been received during November, 1954: 
“canned peaches, peas, tomato paste, to- 
matoes, kodota figs, milk, cranberry sauce, 
beans, beef and gravy, butter, 
cheese, and cotton seed

Government Agencies Involved 

Three government agencies work hand 
hand make the National School 
Lunch Program efficient feeding opera- 
tion and utilize means estab- 
lishing good food habits. They are the 
United States Department Agriculture, 
the United States Office Education, and 
the Inter-Agency Committee Nutrition 
Education and School Lunch. 

Home economists the federal and 
area offices the Department Agri- 
culture conduct research methods 
storing, handling, and preserving foods. 
They plan menus, test quantity recipes, 
and prepare illustrative material store- 
room arrangements and kitchen layouts. 
This material distributed the schools 
and used for workshop studies. 

The United States Office Education 
issues publications the place the 
lunch program the nutrition education 
program the school. Its staff members 
act consultants state lunchroom 
supervisors and others attached state 
departments education. Most the 
states today offer summer workshops which 
acquaint the participants with the plan

The Inter-Agency Committee Nutri- 
tion Education and School Lunch com- 
posed representatives ten different 
federal agencies concerned with the nutri- 
tion program. sponsors and prepares 
publications stimulate national interest 
the school lunch movement. 

The Department Agriculture believes 
that carry out its policies effectively 
there must co-operation federal, 
state, and local groups who share the 
responsibility the lunch program. The 
latest action taken the Department 
obtain more state and local participation 
planning program improvements the 
appointment group school officials 
advisers the Secretary Agriculture. 


Special Milk Program 

significant contribution this group 
the Special Milk Program inaugurated 
September, 1954. The purpose this 
program increase milk consumption 
all school children, even those who are 
not already enjoying the benefits the 
school lunch program. Schools 
imbursed for each half pint milk 
such degree that the price the child 
very low. some communities inter- 
ested firms are now paying the milk costs 
that are not met government reim- 
bursement. This gives each child op- 
portunity get his required amount 
milk without cost the parents. 

The importance milk was shown 
study the nutritive value school 
lunches Meyer, Brown, and Hathaway 
and reported the Journal American 
Dietetic Association for October, 1951. 
this work lunches were analyzed and 
the findings showed that milk contributed 
more than one half the calcium, about 
one half the riboflavin, little less than 
one third the protein, and about one fourth 
the calories and thiamine present the 
lunches. These authors also found that the 
lunches containing milk supplied more 
than one third the day’s recommended 
allowances protein, calcium, and ribo- 
flavin, and almost one third the recom- 
mended amounts calories and thiamine. 


For Balanced Diet 
From time time doubts have been 
raised whether the Type pattern 
set was meeting the nutritional needs 
children. Stimulated these inquiries 
the United States Department Agri- 
culture conducted studies the nutritional 
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adequacy the present pattern. These 
nationwide studies showed that the diets 
school children are lacking vitamins 
and was also found that the mini- 
mum requirements the lunch needed 
supplemented for the older children. 
Since the Type requirements were set 
meet the average recommended 
years, was decided keep this pattern 
guide meal planning but over- 
come its deficiencies supplementing it. 
acquaint the lunchroom personnel with 
these findings and correct these defi- 
ciencies the Department sent out valuable 
information the daily use vitamins 
and the lunch menu. also sug- 
gested that the adequacy the lunches 
improved increasing the portions for 
the older children and decreasing those for 
the very young. The literature encouraged 
the practice making second servings 
available all children offer addi- 
tional portions some donated com- 
modity. 


Lunches Have Educational Value 

the Annual Convention 
American School Food Service Association 
held Boston November, 1953, Dr. 
Edmond Thorne, superintendent 
schools West Hartford, Conn., aptly 
expressed the general philosophy the 
school lunch program. states that 
not just feeding program but 
tegral part the educational 
has always been the purpose the

The 
chidren will learn practice habits 
cleanliness, wash their hands before 
eating, and expect clean food from 
clean kitchen. 

Habits co-operation and spirit 
responsibility can fostered each child 
made responsible for leaving clean 
place the table and depositing his 
used dishes central place. this way 
the child made feel part the 
program. 

order make the lunch program 
well-rounded learning process neces- 
sary have the co-operation the whole 
personnel the school. The parents will 
have understand the program and its 
essential workings that they can fit 
into home menus the foods served 
school. important for them know 
that the school lunch furnishing only 
one third the day’s requirements for 
their children and plan serve meals 
that will round out these requirements. 


Big Business 
have only look the growth 
the School Lunch Program realize that 
has become big business. Robert’s 
Nutrition Work with Children quotes the 
following figures expansion: 


1944, for example, when the indemnity 
phase the program began, total 
500,000,000 lunches were served, which 
per cent were Type 1947, the 
first year under the National School Lunch 
Act, the number lunches served reached 
total 900,000,000 with per cent 
Type 1953 the number meals 
increased 1,600;000,000 with per cent 
Type 


The above shows the expansion 
national scale, but now would like 
show the growth one state, namely, 
Ohio. 1946-47 there were 1132 schools 
the program with average daily par- 
ticipation 187,340, and 23,746,543 Type 
lunches were served. there 
were 1701 schools the program with 
daily average participation about 400,000 
and approximately 58,000,000 Type 
lunches were served. This 
National School Lunch Program Ohio 
has done business $20,000,000 with 
$12,000,000 being spent for food and 
$8,000,000 expended for other items. 

The National School Lunch Program 
not only big business but also good 
business. playing most important 
part the formation the nation’s future 
adult citizens. The whole nation may well 
join expressing appreciation this 
long-range program for the common good, 
and commending those who administer it.

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THE BISHOPS AND UNIVERSAL 
PUBLIC EDUCATION 


The American hierarchy’s statement 
the “Place Private and Church- 
Related Schools American Educa- 
tion” will more significant, think, 
for its answer the intensive propa- 
ganda for universal public education, 
rather than for its federal aid sugges- 
tion which secured the headlines. The 
statement itself does not refer fed- 
eral aid such but for aid (federal 

“They protest against the kind 
thinking that would reduce them (the 
private and church-related schools) 
secondary level, and against unfair 
and discriminatory treatment which 
would, effect, write them off less 
wholly dedicated the public welfare 
than the state-supported schools. The 
students these schools have the right 
benefit from those measures, grants, 
aids, which are manifestly designed 
for the health, safety, and welfare 
American youth, irrespective the 
school attended.” 


The National Education Propaganda 
for Universal Public Education 


The National Education Association 
for years has carried propaganda 
for universal public education through 
the reports the Educational Policies 
Commission. was evident the “Re- 
port Social Services Schools” 
1939 suggesting “local education 
authority” which would administer all 
the social services for persons school 
age. Its fruition was expressed 1955 
the report “Public Education and 
the Future the United You 
may recall some the phrases: “com- 
mon schools new sense 
all the people” “Having entered 
upon great experiment the educa- 
tion all American children and hav- 
ing committed themselves the values 
the public “Indeed the 
nation’s program education organ- 
ized public institutions for all Amer- 
ican youth, itself one the essential 
and distinguishing characteristics the 
American tradition.” 
enough the “Education Policies Com- 
mission” the N.E.A. saw here fields 
conquer even though from the very 
beginning the colonial era education 
had been the work private schools. 
The Commission said that “By 1890 
every state the Union had provided 
legally for common schools and the idea 
free public education was universally 
triumphant.” This was not enough, 
read: “The Americans who built the 
system public elementary schools 
viewed them first steps larger 
program.” The context the report in- 
dicates these are the colleges and uni- 
versities.

false educational history and perverted 
even with the advice 
consultant from Teachers College.

The bishops would seem an- 
swering the N.E.A. pointing out the 
educational situations the United 
States for two centuries.

For well-nigh two centuries, 
during our colonial and early national 
periods, they occupied that field alone. 
was from such schools, from fruit- 
ful seed-beds, that there came 
ing intellectual and moral impulses 
which led the definition and estab- 
lishment American freedom, less 
than the leadership which launched the 
young Republic her career his- 
tory.”

And, were strengthen the 
idea, the development the parochial 
school pointed out reinforcing it.

“Tt with honest pride that sur- 
vey the development Catholic edu- 
cation America, intimately part 
her cultural growth, deeply inter- 
twined with the traditions and aspira- 
tions her people.

The Parochial School Unifying 
Not Divisive 

The bishops take still another 
phase the problem. The charge 
have had from Dr. Conant, the former 
president Harvard and many others, 
that the private school divisive. 
the contrary, what the parochial school 
teaches hardly divisive; the 
eternal cement unity: love. The 
bishops say: 

“They have their critics, and among 
them none more vocal than those who 
assert that these schools introduce 
element divisiveness into American 
society. were idle attempt argue 
the point with those who deliberately 
employ foment disagreement, but 
for the sake those who are honestly 
confused, worth examining the 
charge. 

“Upon what does rest? justified 
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the observation that private school- 
ing and religious education have ac- 
tually tended toward sundering the 
bonds civic unity and common loy- 
alty. true that the case the 
religious schools there difference 
much they exist teach positive 
religion the integrating element 
the curriculum. But surely, religion it- 
self not discordant factor Amer- 
ican life. Surely, Christianity, with its 
primary inculcation love God and 
love neighbor not divisive. Only 
those who teach hatred teach division; 
those who teach love teach unity.” 


The Positive Contributions 
Religious Schools 

And not willing leave the ques- 
tion: “Upon what does rest?” mere 
rhetorical one, the bishops state exactly 
some the things which make the re- 
ligious school unifying and reinforcing 
instrument unity and democracy. 
They add: 

can be, then, that religion 
the school should accused sowing 
the seeds national discord? Rather, 
not obvious that positive Christian 
training, with its emphasis the sanc- 
tions divine law, the natural law, 
and civil law, the social nature 
the virtues justice and charity, 
the moral obligations patriotism and 
public service, provides the strongest 
cement that can possibly bind nation 
together? 

“Criticism. these schools times 
seems forget that are pluralistic 
society that postulates not uniformity 
but rather unity variety. Church- 
related schools reflect nothing clearly 
that American spirit which demands 
unity the essentials citizenship, 
while defending the death those 
things which the citizen guaranteed 
his freedom.” 


Not Sufferance But Right 

And following different order than 
the bishops put the end the foun- 
dation upon which the private and paro- 
school rests: the right the par- 
ent decide the education his 
offspring:

This committee also took the theme 
universal public education. Its open- 
ing sentence is: “Each state has the 
responsibility provide for all its 
children opportunity for minimum 
twelve years public school edu- 
cation.” 

Though, according the report, the 
participants ratio two one 
(no votes were taken) approved the 
proposition “that the federal 
ment should increase its financial par- 
ticipation public education,” gen- 
eral consideration was given the 
problems private schools, though

Non-Public School Support 

“The groups that considered the ques- 
tion whether non-public schools have 
sufficient revenue meet present and 
anticipated needs agreed that the non- 
public schools were probably having 
financial difficulties. 

“While the participants recognized 
the right parents educate their 
children non-public schools 
cordance with American tradition, 
large majority the participants did 


not favor the use tax funds for sup- 
port non-public educational institu- 
tions. 

small number participants dis- 
cussed the matter health and welfare 
benefits pupils non-public schools. 
Among these participants there was con- 
siderable sentiment that such services 
should not denied these pupils. 

“As means for increasing support 
non-public schools, private 
porate gifts and grants and tuition fees 
were suggested.” 

The conversation the tables was 
agreeable, pleasant, much “off the 


cuff.” pleasant time was had all. 
But was hardly way settle the 
professional questions under considera- 
tion. was natural that the professional 
educators should dominate the Con- 
ference was organized the so-called 
process distillation. The publicity 
organization was superb, though the 
newspaper and radio comment was not 
universally favorable. The great signifi- 
cance the Conference will not the 
mostly bromidic conclusions propa- 
ganda but the good will and human 
relations, among the delegations. 


Diagnosing Reading Deficiencies 


Reading perhaps the most important general method 
learning the American school. Reading opens young 
and old who have mastered it: the rich heritage the race, the 
amazing knowledge the ancients, the accomplishments 
present-day leaders. and challenging problems future concern. 

Gates, who studied the problems reading for many years, 
showed that reading both important and troublesome school. 
stated, “it most important since tool the mastery 
which essential the learning nearly every other school 
subject. most troublesome since pupils fail reading far 
more frequently than any other elementary 

Chansky, who questioned the present general concept reading 
retardation, did however indicate that students have reading 
problems when they aspire goals they cannot attain.? im- 
portant lead pupils see their reading problems. However, each 
pupil, because varies ability, background, and interest from 
every other pupil, has problems which must considered for him 
the degree that cannot solve them alone. The approaches 
these problems are appraisal his needs, the reading objectives 
attained, the reading skills and habits improved, the 
materials for use study and practice, the learner’s enthusiasm 
for overcoming his difficulties, and his concern for achieving 
success the types reading requires. 

Definition reading. narrow sense, reading recog- 
nizing printed written words, phrases, sentences.* Reading 
comprehending meaning from printed written matter. Read- 
ing means recognizing symbols, comprehending meanings sen- 
tences, understanding relationships, evaluating ideas, reflecting 
about implications, and organizing knowledge.* Reading its 
broadest sense includes thinking, evaluating, organizing, and 
generalizing. 

Objectives reading. Although pupil has been considered

Harris indicated that most the milder disabilities arise from 
causes such “mental social immaturity, physical handicaps, 
poor motivation, interrupted schooling, emotional disturbance, and 
exposure ineffectual 

Several causes generally combine handicap children read- 
ing. Whipple listed causes which contributed reading difficulties 
children order their frequency. Among them were: 
inappropriate reading material, too early introduction the 
child reading, uncorrected physical defects, insufficient rest, 
physical deficiencies, poor diet wrong eating habits, emotional 
difficulties, poor home. environment, gaps schooling, inferior 
language development, and extreme nervousness. Many these

When 
teacher recognizes the totality possible causes, she may able 
identify the causes for retardation specific children. 


Problems Appraisal 

Although recognized that even the accelerated reading 
would benefited appraisal their weaknesses and 
powers, this discussion must confined problems diagnosis 
the retarded. Two appraisal problems face the teacher 
reading class. The first identify the pupils who are retarded 
reading. The second discover the difficulties and the 
strong points each these pupils. 

Diagnosis essentially problem concerning individuals 
group. concerns the discovery the causes for retardation, 
that remedial measures may applied and adequate improvement 
may result. 

The individuals group who are retarded reading can 
identified testing, observation, interviewing, and appraisal 
their work. The testing must include least mental examina- 
tion and reading survey test. standardized achievement test

How can this pupil motivated use his abilities and 
interests best for improving his reading skills and enhancing his 
reading achievement? 

what area and what level should instruction and guid- 
ance begin for this individual?

Diagnostic Procedures 

General considerations. Most reading difficulties are minor. 
Only very small fraction per cent the population are 
dyslexiacs (nonreaders). Most us, however, experience some 
form dyslexaphoria. you know the meaning passage, 
but cannot find the words express it, you are poor speller, 
you are “slow” reader, you are not enthusiastic about 
reading, “your dyslexaphoric symptoms,” according Wheeler, 
“are Many prominent people have had difficulties and 
despite them, they persevered and achieved great success. 
said that Thomas Edison had much difficulty with reading 
school. Andrew Jackson quoted saying that was poor 
speller who could not find least two three ways spell 
word. reported Wheeler that “Mark Twain was never 
able visualize the faces members his family.” Robert 
Louis Stevenson was poor speller, and William James had diffi- 
culty recalling the letters “of the alphabet visual 
Did not someone, somewhere, call the great scholar, St. Thomas, 
dumb ox? 

search for the causes reading difficulty, one looks for 
complication causes and recognizes combinations inferior 
instruction, vocabulary deficiency, lack interest, unfortunate 
experience, poor vision, inadequate hearing, poor health, emo- 


tional disturbance, and unhappy background experience 
home and school. 


Principles Appraisal and Diagnosis 

appraising the difficulties class, the teacher necessity 
begins with the group and works the individual, for through 
differentiation each child becomes specific problem for her. 

Always the teacher should observe and alert for each small 
change arises. The smallest change may the turning point 
from failure success. Consideration, sympathetic understand- 
ing, and careful observation are bases for evaluation child 
with reading difficulties. 

Difficulties should considered they arise, not month 
year later. Change for the better should capitalized while the 
psychological advantage powerful. failure should recog-

Guessing and jumping con- 
clusions are dangerous when fine young soul stake, 
every expert teacher knows. master teacher master doctor 
conducts thorough examinations and complete and accurate ap- 
praisal before making final judgment. Diagnosis properly con- 
ducted the basis remediation.

OUR CENTRAL THEME: THE MYSTERY CHRIST 


Whoever sent ecclesiastical superiors teach religion 
participates the apostolate the Church 
Christ’s message all nations until the end the world. 
are messengers our Lord; and proclaim His name the 
same divine message the Apostles proclaimed two thousand years 
ago. True, this message entrusted contains many different 
doctrines, but much more than just list doctrines. 
wonderful unity with one central idea which must bring out 
clearly possible. 

St. Paul, the great catechist the ancient Church, was the 
first feel strongly and realize perfectly the necessity cate- 
chetical concentration the actual heart our Christian mes- 
sage. His letters show what great teacher was and, the 
same time, they are outstanding luminous unity. Again and 
again stresses the fact that, the end, his teaching one 
all-comprehensive doctrine, central mystery. For him his special 
vocation lies the fact that “to him, the very least all saints, 
there was given this grace, announce among the Gentiles the 
good tidings the unfathomable riches Christ, and en- 
lighten all men what the dispensation the mystery 
which has been hidden from eternity God” (Eph. 3:8). 
clear that this central mystery proclaimed the whole 
world the message the unfathomable riches which came 
Christ. Toward the end his Epistle the Romans which, 
more than any other letter, was “his the same idea 
emphasized similar language. And the Epistle the Colos- 
sians, speaks this mystery forming the essence his 
whole catechesis, simply “the mystery Christ” (Col. 4:3), 
or, more fully and precisely, “the mystery God the Father, 
that Christ” (Col. 2:2), “Christ you, your hope 
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glory” (Col. 1:27). other words, Christ, the Father reveals 
Himself and invites share the life and glory Christ. 
(Among many texts, see especially Eph. Col. 1:9; 
Col. 2:7; Thess. 2:14; Tim. 3:16). The actual content 
his apostolic message Christ Col. 2:2; Col. 1:19; Col.

Seen this light, our message the mystery Christ 
really message salvation” good tidings Jesus Christ, 
our Redeemer. Christ appears clearly the blessed self-revelation 
and self-communication the Father, our only way the 
Father. This the way our Lord Himself understood His mission 
and message and, His farewell sermon the Last Supper, 
once more taught His Apostles classic formulation: the 
way, and the truth, and the life. one comes the Father but 
through Me” (Jn. 14:6). Christ’s message clearly centered 
the Father. Christ Himself the most excellent gift the divine 
paternal love (Jn. 3:16; Rom. 8:32; Jn. 4:9). true 
that Christ the center our message, but only “the 
Christ,” the messenger God, the great gift the Father 
us, our leader the journey home the Father. Only 
this way are properly explained the essential aspects our teach- 
ing: theocentricity (God, meaning God the Father, beginning and 
end our salvation), and Christocentricity (Christ, the only way 
the Father; Tim. 2:5). This exactly what Christ meant 
when declared that the Father and are the two poles 
Christian faith and, therefore, Christian teaching: “This ever- 
lasting life, that they may know Thee, the only true God, and Him 
whom Thou hast sent, Jesus Christ” (Jn. 17:3). natural that 
Catholic catechist will ever deny these basic truths Catholic 
teaching. But are these facts always sufficiently and precisely 
stressed our catechetical instructions? And the case from 
the very beginning? there not sometimes the danger that our 
catechists not point out these fundamental truths sharply 
enough because they are overly concerned with the techniques 
teaching children? These truths, however, ought, every moment, 
the luminous center order form the religious life

Does this not give the child the impression that Jesus and Mary 
are the two poles our religion? wrong think that con- 
cessions this kind are the inevitable result the method. 
Should any good method teaching alter the essential structure 
the doctrine? its true meaning, method servant. 
helps the teacher make his teaching understood easily and 
properly possible. Method must never tyrant over the 
meaning the teaching. Someone might object that the children 
must helped and the necessary corrections can made later. 
What efficient architect would let himself guided reasons 
“easiness” when laying the hope making 
the necessary alterations later. This would result many diffi-

CENTRAL THEME AND FUNDAMENTAL DOCTRINES

similar way, the important teaching grace, too, can 
understood only and taught properly connection with the mys- 
tery Christ, since refers entirely our undeserved share 
the mystery the Word incarnate and the fact that only 
through our living relationship with Christ, Him and through 
Him, can share His divine life, obtain the gift 
being God’s children. Because grace is, its essence, Christ’s life 
His members, this doctrine cannot, without serious dangers, 
taught isolated from Christ. St. Paul has coined the classic 
expression “Christ you” (Col. 1:27) for this aspect the 
mystery Christ. not, times, endanger the truth 
imitating the not very useful example some theologians who 
have, with many particular questions, enlarged and complicated, 
but also isolated, the tract grace, and, this way, have not 
served the proper understanding this important part our 
teaching.

The adviser need only sit the 
background. The meetings should never 
have the semblance after school deten- 
tion drillings. Many times the talks may 
appear inadequate, but the fact that the 
club school actvity must recognized.

Playing with Prepositions

motivate pupils and stimulate 
their interest learning the meaning and 
application prepositions, have worked 
out little device the sixth grade, one 
which has proved very enjoyable and 
captivating. 

During the first part the school year 
studied each part speech and the 
role played the construction sen- 
tences. The preposition was last our 
schedule. Practically all the girls and 
boys readily learned define the preposi- 
tion.

the preposition; so, during the English class 
period, volunteers demonstrated each 
preposition listed the page the text- 
book.

For assignment asked each pupil 
choose preposition from the list the 
lesson, and build well-worded sen- 
tence, using many parts speech 
possible, and underlining the preposition. 
Outlets for their imagination were sug- 
gested for their homework. Each child was 
construct miniature diorama card- 
board, portraying the use the chosen 
preposition. The little setup was not 
more than six inches long, five inches high, 
and two inches deep, that could 
pinned, tacked, stapled the bulletin 
board. Tiny toys found home were 
placed, pasted, sealed proper posi- 
tions, and appropriate background was 
painted, drawn and colored, cut 
from magazine and placed position 
where would show off best advantage. 
Each pupil’s sentence was neatly 
written ink ordinary loose-leaf note- 
book paper. Four lines paper were re- 
quired for the sentence and pupil’s name, 
obtain uniformity and conserve 
space the bulletin board. 

However, before making display 
our advance better expression, had 
had much previous practice studying and 
writing sentences. Attention marks 
punctuation and the part they play clari- 
fying thought was stressed. preceding 
lessons the pupils had proved that they 
were fair masters sentence thought, and 
now they were eager make display 
their achievement. Possibilities for au- 
thorship were limitless, and self-expression 
was freely displayed.

Soon after the assignment making 
diorama had been made, the pupils brought 
their “masterpieces” and neatly arranged 
them the place reserved for this project. 
Enthusiasm ran high each individual dis- 
played his diorama for inspection and ad- 
miration.

This program 
resulted from meeting Msgr. Carroll 
Deady, superintendent parochial 
schools, with representatives the public 
school system and the police department. 
The meeting followed planned gang fight 
which was frustrated. 


Preparing the Mentally Retarded 
for First Holy Communion 


first attempt teach religion 
mentally retarded children was difficult 
but rewarding experience. Although had 
previous training this work, was 
privilege prepare class these 
children for their first Holy Communion. 
event that other teachers may also wish 
take part this rather undeveloped 
area religious education. 

group consisted children below 
the Stanford-Binet Test. They 
ranged chronological age from 
years. During the preceding year, these 
children had been Adams School for 
mentally defective children, with Mrs. Ber- 
tha Martin their teacher. Seeing their 
need for individualized religious instruc- 
tion, Mrs. Martin presented the problem 
the department education the 
Diocese Youngstown. 

organizing the group, the diocesan 
superintendent, Rev. James Malone, 
sent letter the pastors and parents 
these mentally retarded children, ex- 
plaining the purpose the program and 
enlisting their co-operation. Classes were 
conducted St. Columba Cathedral 
School for five weeks the early summer. 
The sessions lasted minutes daily. The 
priests the Cathedral parish visited the 
classes daily and encouraged the children 
their interest and co-operation. The 
children were accompanied either father 
mother, who remained take the child 
home. first the parents stayed the 
classroom with the children, but gradually 
they were able withdraw from the room 
and wait another classroom for their 
child. 


Discouraging First 

Although expected these children 
difficult teach, was totally unpre- 
pared for their reactions. One child re- 
sponded with grunt, another with un- 
intelligible mumble, another went through 
painful facial contortions before voicing 
word. One child refused respond all, 
but covered her face with both hands 
whenever spoke her. learned very 
soon that these children were too 
many for effective religion teaching. In- 
dividual help and attention are vitally 
necessary with slow-learning pupils; but

the other hand, waiting pupils quickly 
become inattentive and restless and tend 
cause disturbance. 

the end the first week, the class 
was divided into four groups, group 
numbering six. group numbered six 
for the remaining weeks. The four Sisters 
charge the groups followed similar 
procedures instructing the children. Each 
group was taken separate classroom, 
except for the brief singing lesson daily 
and the culminating activities the end 
the course. 

And now for few experiences 
teaching the mentally retarded about 
God. 

first development lesson centered 
about large colored poster the Child 
Jesus playing happily with number 
boys and girls His own age. The little group 
the picture seemed very happy they 
played with their boat the pond. 
amazement, could elicit response 
simple questions about the scene. 
Only giggles and grunts and long silences 
greeted me. Finally decided tell them 
what normal six-year-olds would have seen 
for themselves the poster. Again, little 
response, event simple, repeated ques- 
tions. The inattention and restlessness made 
almost dispair reaching pupils 
all. dismissed them that first day 
with heavy heart, but with resolve 
bring them, somehow, knowledge and 
love the Saviour who died for such 
they. 


The Friendly Approach 

Beginning the second day, put aside 
carefully made lesson plans and con- 
centrated winning each child’s friend- 
ship. get them learn about God, 
needed first make them feel secure 
and happy our little group. tried little 
ways encouragement, as, “I’ll wait,” 
the child that had difficulty before voiced 
his answer; “You will tomorrow,” 
the extremely shy one; help you,” 
increase confidence. greeted each child 


entered the room and asked, 
are you this morning?” “My, that’s 
pretty shirt.” those new shoes?” 
“What did you yesterday?” Such com- 
ments helped create spirit friendli- 
ness between pupils and teacher. began 
realize that they needed kindness, affec- 
tion, and unbended patience tempered with 
firmness. 

times, there were recesses, course. 
For apparent reason, child might just 
refuse take part the class activities. 
One day Jimmy, who was partially crippled, 
refused come the projection room 
where the movie, Our Lady Fatima, 
was being shown. invitation, 
promises rosary for every child after 
the seemed appeal. 
Finally asked, “Do you want like 
you?” shook his head, “Yes.” love 
boys and girls who what ask them 
and you want love you, you must 
say. Jesus also will love you be- 
cause loves boys and girls who obey.” 
walked out and left him standing alone. 
Before started the movie, Jimmy came 
into the corridor tugging his chair (he was 
partially crippled) and seated himself right 
front the screen. His good conduct 
showed that was completely won over. 
needed encouragement when all 
joined saying “Mary love you” 
each bead our new rosaries. fact, 
Jimmy kept praying his beads aloud all the 
way down the corridor his way home. 


God Made 

pupil-teacher relations acquired sort 
stability, the teaching process became 
little easier. Having had experience with 
small children, applied the same methods 
and technique used teaching the first 
grade. procedure course was slower, 
with ever much repetition and detailed 
board illustration. For instance, used this 
method develop the idea God Crea- 
tor. point large crucifix. “God made 
little boy whose name Jack. Here is.” 
(Illustrated board with colored chalk.) 
While drawing the figure said, “God gave 
him two brown eyes, two hands, two feet, 
nose, and let see smiling 
today. Yes is— (illustrated). Who 
made you, Jack?” pointed crucifix 
clue the answer, “God made me.” 
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went through this procedure for each 
child the class. Each time mentioned 
God, held crucifix that they 
vould associate the idea God with the 
Jesus the Cross. 


God Loves 

used crucifix also instilling the 
dea, loves me.” kissed the corpus 
show loved Jesus and Jesus loved me. 
kissing the crucifix, would say, “My 
esus, love You.” would ask each 
hild, “Do you love Jesus?” “How 
pray Jesus?” Gradually the child 
‘ould respond kissing the crucifix, say- 
ig, Jesus, love you.” 

preparing the children for receiving 
cur Lord Holy Communion, used 
Host. Each child frequently 
received unconsecrated Host either from 
from the Cathedral priests who 
were assisting with the class. Each child 
vas shown how fold his hands, walk 
slowly the front the room, and 
kneel. Holding small crucifix, 
would ask each child these questions: 
“Who this?” “Jesus.” “Do you want 
Jesus come your heart?” “Yes.” “Why 
you want Jesus come your 
heart?” “Because love Him.” “What will 
Jesus for you when comes you?” 
Most answers were: “Make good 
boy.” “Make holy boy.” 

was then shown how open his 
mouth, put out his tongue and swallow 
without chewing. took about week 
before they learned swallow without 
chewing the Host. After the Host was 
swallowed, the child was then instructed 
walk back his seat slowly and rever- 
ently with hands folded. did not 
remember fold his hands was sent 
back his seat each time until associ- 
ated the reverent attitude with the Sacred 
Host. 

took practically two weeks this 
routine daily before the entire 
membered through this procedure. 
The third week, longer held the 
small crucifix with the Host, simply held 
the Host alone. 

One boy had difficulty accepting the 
that Jesus would the Host 
received Holy Communion. Only 
the grace God was finally able 
convince him that Jesus the Host, 
loves him, and wants with him. 


Because Hurt Jesus 
The same procedure was applied teach- 
the short act contrition. Each child 
small crucifix and while concentrat- 
the wounds Jesus, repetition 
‘he word hurt aroused emotion sor- 
and sympathy. Facial expressions in-

dicated the sorrow felt when 
Jesus. Therefore when asked, 
you say when you hurt Jesus?” the child 
expressed meaningful sorrow saying, 
Jesus, sorry.” “Why are you 
sorry?” “Because hurt Jesus.” “How can 
you hurt Jesus?” “By sin.” “When you 
hurt Jesus sin?” I’m bad boy.” 
you want hurt Jesus again?” “No.” 

carried this routine interrogations 
ten minutes daily for about three weeks 
help the children learn the act 
contrition: Jesus sorry for all 
sins and will not sin again. 


Coloring Pictures 

One device fix the lessons mind 
was coloring pictures. These pictures were 
reproduced and given the children 
color home carry-over lessons 
taught. The papers were brought back the 
following day and displayed the bulletin 
board for the parents see. The children 
were very happy take their pictures 
home color. The parents told 
gave their child feeling responsibility. 
There was work done and they 
settled right down when they got 
home. These pictures were posted the 
display board the morning, and the chil- 
dren took great pride seeing their names 
the paper. The Sisters and priests would 
notice and praise the displayed work and 
this gave the children much happiness. 

the last class day, the whole group 
were assembled for the summarizing lesson 
and review questioning. One one, the 
children answered satisfactorily these fun- 
damental questions: Who made you? Does 
God love you? Who made the stars, sun, 
and moon, etc.? How can show that 
love God? Who lives our church? 
there only one God? These questions 
were greatly simplified ones, since had 
learned very early the session that the 
catechism was much too difficult for them, 
even Monsignor Feider’s special catechism 
for the mentally retarded. 

also reviewed the prayers learned 
for .the principal actions the day: be- 
fore going bed, when getting up, before 


and after meals. These prayers were very 
short. They consisted the Sign the 
Cross and “My Jesus, love You; Bless 
us, dear Jesus; Thank you, God.” 


Going Confession 

The priests made sure that each child 
could distinguish the Host from ordinary 
bread. then made final visit the 
church immediate preparation for con- 
fession. The confessions were heard the 
classrooms, each child being given the 
privacy and time required. reviewed the 
brief Act Contrition with each child 
before confession. After the confessions 
were heard, all went over the 
church parents, priests, Sisters, and chil- 
dren. had simple practice with 
parents accompanying the children 
the Communion railing. 


The Wonderful Day 

Finally, the five weeks preparation 
were end. The important event was 
sight. All the daily drill now began 
show results. The children assisted Mass 
with their parents. When time came for 
Holy Communion, all went the railing 
willingly and beautifully with their parents. 

The priests came prepared with glass 
help the children swallow the Sacred Host. 
All received reverently without any mishap 
and returned their pews instructed. 
There were tears joy every parent’s 


_face well the teachers’. After Com- 


munion the children, their parents, and 
friends, were escorted school, where 
breakfast table was set for the First Com- 
municants. From her attractively decorated 
shrine our Blessed Mother with her out- 
stretched hands and gentle smile welcomed 
all. 

Parents looked with pride they 
watched their children express their ap- 
preciation and gratitude. “You know, Sis- 
ters,” said one parent, took off work 
today because wouldn’t have missed this 
for the world. means more than 
had earned five hundred dollars. Never 
thought I’d live see this day.” 

Throughout the five weeks’ program the 
parents had been most co-operative. They 
had made repeated visits the classroom 
watch how the teacher taught that 
they might help home. Daily inquiries 
after class how their child behaved and 
what they could preparation for the 
next day’s lesson showed real solicitude for 
their child. 

The joy that First Communion Day 
had more-than repaid parents, Sisters, and 
priests for their arduous work prepara- 
tion. was our first experience bringing 
Christ the least His little ones.

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Visualizing Carrying and Borrowing 


teach arithmetic effectively, must 
taught meaningfully. teach mean- 
ingfully, must taught concretely. 
room pupils help make the 
subject matter question intelligible and 
meaningful. If, however, each child con- 
the process for himself much 
more effective. the pupils can concretize 
simultaneously, not only does 
vidual learn arithmetic meaningfully, but 
considerable time crowded classroom 
schedule saved. The following device 
designed reach the individual pupil 
and help all pupils concretize simul- 
taneously the arithmetic processes 
carrying and borrowing.

While the main purpose the new 
technical high school produce skilled 
craftsmen, college preparatory course will 
offered. Graduates the latter course 
will qualified enter colleges en- 
gineering, industrial administration, and 
industrial arts vocational teaching. For 
these graduates, the Salesian Fathers plan 
eventually establish junior college. 


Individual Buildings 

The Salesian faculty have worked out 
with their architects, Barker, 
and Lawrence Ott, prominent 
school architects Los Angeles, plan 
separate buildings for various curricular 
and extracurricular activities. includes 
the administration and faculty residence 
building, seven shops with four lecture 
halls, library, auditorium, chapel, cafeteria, 
gymnasium, four classroom units, and 
service unit. 


DESCRIPTION THE 
ARCHITECTS 

Don Bosco Technical High School 
being erected for the purpose affording 
education the arts and crafts inte- 
grated with academic studies and firm 
foundation religion and its relation 
the activities our modern industrial 
world. 

The school’s geographic scope takes 
all the parishes the diocese. located 
close proximity the metropolitan area 
Los Angeles site approximately 
acres with slight slope the rear. 

The completed plant will comprise 
administration building along the street 
front, affording facilities for the adminis- 
trative departments well rooms for 
the faculty and their chapel, dining, and 
recreation areas and their contributing 
facilities. 

the rear the administration build- 
ing, the student quadrangle flanked 
one side the academic buildings and 
the other the technical shops and 
their- lecture rooms, toilet and locker 
building, and closing the quadrangle the 
rear the student chapel. This important 
building thus becomes the focal point and 
convenient and inviting for the students. 

Other buildings erected will 
the public auditorium readily accessible for 
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one dozen laboratory instru- 

ments used students basic 
metallurgy. 


occasions which the students may 
demonstrate their abilities for their friends 
and relations. 


The gymnasium will built toward the 
rear the quadrangle where will serve 
the athletic grounds well being com- 
plete for indoor sports. Adjacent the 
gymnasium the cafeteria for the 
students. 

Since great many the students are 
dependent individual group trans- 
portation, the parking for cars became 
important problem. This accounts for the 
open areas the rear the academic 
buildings and the shops. 

the master plan the following units 
were completed for use this year: The 
major part the administration building, 
five shop buildings and two lecture build- 
ings. Some portions the shop buildings small section the basic cabinet-making shop. The shop has benches. 
are being used temporary classrooms, 
chapel, cafeteria, assembly, and indoor 
recreation. 


Construction and Materials 

The major portion the buildings now 
erected are the shops for the various tech- 
nical trades shown the plan. These 
buildings were staggered afford 
the maximum window lighting and the 
minimum skylights artificial lighting. 
This staggered arrangement gave tri- 
angular area the intersection the shop 
with its contiguous lecture and toilet faci- 
and provides good circulation be- 
tween class periods and will attractively 
treated with large spreading tree with 
the container forming seat. 

The shops are each feet wide and 
vary from 140 200 feet length. The 
floors are concrete slabs earth fill 
which wall panels were cast and then 


small section the photo-offset printing shop, showing the small 
camera and several light tables. 
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corner the vast basic automechanics shop. 


raised into place cranes. The roof 
supported tapered steel girders spanning 
the feet, thus eliminating all columns 
and affording full freedom the arrange- 
ment machines and equipment. most 
the shops the roof joists were left ex- 
posed and spray painted with high reflec- 
tive type paint. The concrete walls were 
painted with concrete paint. Light and 
power wiring carried overhead 
troughers furnish flexibility for connec- 
tions. Because the mild climate the 


gas-burning suspended blast heaters are 
adequate. 

The lecture and academic classroom 
buildings have concrete slab floors covered 
with asphalt tile. The walls are carried 
sill height face brick exposed 
inside well out. Above this wood 
framing covered with cement plaster. Heat- 
ing each room from local gas fired 
unit the circulating type, thermostati- 
cally controlled. 

The administration building has exterior 


brick walls. The first floor concrete slab 
fill covered with asphalt tile, the second 
floor concrete slab steel framing. This 
building heated gas-fired forced air 
duct system, controlled thermostats. The 
bathroom, between each two Brothers bed- 
rooms heated individual electric 
heaters. 

The public entrance the school 
through the administration building. The 
inviting entrance flanked one side 
the flagpole behind which, and extending 
into the main lobby, glass mosaic 
feet high and feet wide depicting the 
activities the school, trades, crafts, and 
education, all dominated the religious 
significance the cross. 

Adjacent the lobby area 
which will maintained examples the 
students’ work. 

Opening onto the lobby the main desk 
and principal’s office. This the directive 
area incorporating telephone communica- 
tion all departments, central clock and 
bell control system, and complete public- 
address system. 


Management the School Plant 
Safety Students 


Emphasis health the curriculum 
must complimented careful attention 
the safety students during their 
school hours. the concentration health 
education more than superficial 
acceptance contemporary educational 
trend, then constant vigilance must 
exercised insure student safety the 
classroom, corridors, cafeteria, and gym- 
nasiums, and the athletic field the 
playgrounds. The problem appears simple 
enough, and most principals tend nod 
their head that all well their school! 


Common Fire Hazards 


Yet, consider momentarily some safety 
hazards frequently overlooked. When was 
the last time attic wiring your school 
was checked electrician city build- 
ing inspector? when was the school attic 
itself last cleaned and restored order? 
Have all old books, paper, rags, and junk 
been pitched? there fire extinguisher 
near the workroom where floor cleaning 
supplies, paint, and oil cleaning rags are

stored? Remote sites like attics, backstage 
the auditorium, basement storerooms, 
janitor closets, often constitute danger 
areas school plant. These obscure 
sources provide fire hazards which could 
easily endanger student lives. Fires spread 
rapidly and their origin often hard 
determine. The only sure protection 
eliminate every possible fire hazard. 
school administrator can overlook hidden 
threats the faraway corners the 
school plant. not sufficient con- 
clude, “The janitors are taking care 
that.” Student safety and welfare demands 
the principal develop program action 
and supervision. 


Check Fire Extinguishers 


Fire extinguishers are the immediate 
weapon designed fight the outbreak 
fire. What about the fire extinguishers. 
your school? When were 
checked? Most city fire codes require the 
name the servicing agent and date ex- 
tinguishers were recharged tagged 
each extinguisher. Are yours marked? 
Does your school have plenty extin- 
guishers? The right type? Adequately 
placed? Don’t forget science laboratories, 
cafeteria kitchen, and basement corridors. 
When was the last time the use fire 
extinguishers was demonstrated the stu- 
dents? may not safe presume 
that every student will know how handle 
them case school fire. Could 
that some the teachers are unfamiliar 
with this important mechanism? The prin- 
cipal cannot overlook these simple means 
insuring student safety. 


Frequent Fire Drills 
Fire drills characterize the opening 
school. most states, October ob- 
served Fire Prevention Month; hence 
our thoughts are directed practice drills 
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and impending visits from the fire marshall 
some other representative the city 


fire department. But, what about the 
months that follow? Does the rush new 
activities and undertakings overshadow our 
concern about the efficiency fire drills? 
What about policy periodic drills? 
the high school where students rotate class- 
rooms important that regular and 
special fire exits familiar both teach- 
ing personnel and students assure the 
efficient evacuation the building during 
fire air raid alarm tests. 

Even your school point with 
pride excellent record for evacua- 
tion the building, how often happens 
that one charged with one 
assumes the responsibility for telephoning 
the fire department. the case build- 
ings major civic importance, normally 
occupied large groups, arrangements 
may completed have the alarm ring 
directly into the neighborhood firehouse. 
All schools, public, private, parochial, 
qualify high this list. Principals might 
well discuss the possibility such 
arrangement for their school with the local 
fire chief. eliminates one more activity 
the time crisis, and may save thou- 
sands dollars building, contents, 
lives some unexpected date. 


Prevent Accidents 

Fire safety but single facet the 
total program student protection and 
safety. Protection must afforded against 
injury occasioned tripping, stumbling, 
and falling, whether the building 
the school grounds. 

Adequate lighting hallways and pas- 
sageways important factor the 
efficient and safe movement students 
from class class. Immediate replacement 
burned out bulbs and installation new 
lighting fixtures small hall night lights 
strategic locations pays dividends 
avoiding accidents from misjudging step. 
simple investment this respect now 
may avoid public liability case after 
some future accident. Basement corridors 
come into greater play these days 
crowded facilities. Are your passageways 
free wooden crates, broken discarded 
furniture, unopened cartons maintenance 
equipment and supplies? Does your janitor 
have habit leaving tools about the 
hall, steps, near radiators? Are the 
school steps, stair wells, and sidewalks 
repair? What about those beautifully 
waxed floors, are they hazard life and 
limb? These conditions need not exist 
any school, since simple preplanning and 
daily attention elementary housekeeping 
can anticipate such difficulties and avoid 
them. 
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Injuries the school grounds are not 
unknown the life any school adminis- 
trator. Many them are accidents typical 
youth; many occur spite careful, 
diligent playground supervision. But, every 
effort should expended minimize the 
dangers resulting from these injuries. Does 
your school have first-aid room? 
readily accessible from the playgrounds? 
Soap and water wash away the blood 
and clean cut, gash, scratch, can 
wonders soothing child and reducing 
the threat panic experienced children 
the sight blood. First-aid kits, com- 
plete and frequently checked for fresh 
stock, should easily available all 
the staff. 

Injury the athletic field comes directly 
under the supervision of, and therefore be- 
comes the responsibility first, the coach 
physical education instructor duty. 
The principal ultimately responsible for 
student health, safety, and welfare, and 
hence has the obligation see that the 
athletic staff weight their share the 
responsibility seriously and follow pre- 
scribed procedure reporting accidents 
the school office. Since coaches and physi- 
cal education personnel are professionally 
concerned with health education, they are 
also expected skilled first aid 
and understand the treatment injuries 
typical the various sports which 
might arise the various phases the 
physical education program. 

These few examples not begin 
constitute complete safety check list. 
Any school administrator can enumerate 
dozen problem areas peculiar his school. 
matter realizing the need for 
action and then inaugurating simple 
program eliminate any existing safety 
threats. weaknesses sug- 
gested above requires rather simple pro- 
gram internal administration.

problem student safety can achieved 
steps. 


Building Safety Survey 

Conduct personal safety survey the 
school building. 

Tour the school plant making note 
fire hazards other possible safety 
hazards. 

Meet with the building engineer, head 
janitor janitor, depending the 
size and organization the school discuss- 
ing-and outlining program for cleaning 
the attic, basement areas, closets, pas- 


sageways, and storerooms. may neces- 
sary employ few students assist 
this project, and possibly, even lend 
personal direction the undertaking 
assure its immediate and efficient accom- 
plishment. The safety factor involved 
vital the school program that 
certainly merits the small added cost 
and/or the time involved. 

electrician can contacted who 
will examine the wiring problems. Possibly 
the father one the students 
electrician electrical contractor and will 
happy donate his time and talents 
this important task. 

Examine the number, location, and 
condition the fire extinguishers placed 
throughout the building. Ascertain their 
last inspection date. has been longer 
than twelve months ago then they need 
examination and possible recharging. 
case the name proper service agency 
unknown, question the building 
fire inspector often reveals that one the 
firemen operates such service 
avocation. Acting this information often 
eliminates number problems for the 
future. 

The status faculty information 
the fire exits and the procedures for evacu- 
ation from various sections the building 
can determined rather easily, and, 
necessary, may treated briefly fac- 
ulty meeting. Instruction the use extin- 
guishers can demonstrated easily. Mime- 
ographed instructions specifying exits 
case fire and air-raid drills should 
posted each classroom. not overlook 
giving instructions cafeteria and kitchen 
personnel, janitors, and office personnel 
the placement, use fire fighting equip- 
ment and procedures followed case 
school emergency. 

Contact the local fire chief and dis- 
cuss the possibility direct connection 
between the school fire alarm boxes and 
the neighborhood fire stations. 

After the survey and improvements have 
been completed invitation well may 
extended the city building inspector 
visit the school. Together the principal 
and the inspector can tour the school 
plant verify that the maintenance pro- 
gram conforms the highest possible 
standards. The purpose the inspection 
secure objective evaluation the 
school safety program. However, the pub- 
lic relations aspect the visit should not 
overlooked. 


Lighting Survey 

The local light company has its 
staff engineer whose specialties include 
conducting lighting surveys and reporting 
recommendations. This service available 


without charge and unbiased. rule 
neither lighting engineers themselves nor 
the light company are 
involved the sale school lighting fix- 
tures. Indirectly, course, they are con- 
cerned with increased kilowatt consump- 
tion, but not the extent that they will 
force recommend program exces- 
sive lighting school administrator. The 
results the lighting survey can serve 
the basis for program adequate class- 
room and corridor lighting. The normal 
procedures involve visit the school, 
the survey, and the submission for- 
mal report, including recommendations. 
This report, then, normally referred 
electrical contractor the school for 
price estimates and details fixtures and 
wiring arrangements. 


Grounds Safety Survey 

Conduct personal safety survey the 
school grounds. 

Note the need eliminate the more 
obvious accumulations rubbish and trash 
which sometimes have habit appearing 
the school landscape. 

Arrange with the superintendent 
grounds the school janitor check for 
glass, nails, and other sharp objects, 
keep the playgrounds swept raked with 
sufficient frequency obviate most dan- 
gers. Arrange for burning refuse and 
placement garbage cans where they are 
beyond the range interference with 
student activities. 

Confer with the coaches and physical 
education staff regarding the methods em- 
ployed safeguard student health the 
locker and shower rooms, the athletic 
field, and the playgrounds. Agreed pro- 
cedures followed accident cases 
insure adequate treatment and report- 
ing the school office. 

Organize first-aid room, adequately 
equipped, and readily accessible from both 
inside and outside the school building. 


The Program Insurance 

program internal safety ever fully 
reduced the possibility fire ruining the 
school plant accidents occurring the 
building the school grounds. The in- 
ternal program precaution should 
supplemented adequate program 
insurance. The function insurance 
furnish protection replacing the un- 
certainty events with the certainty 
adequate coverage. Insurance results 
many schools with similar problems pooling 
their resources and mutually sharing their 
common risks. insurance program at- 
fords the school protection and student 
safety from losses resulting from external 
factors. 


The internal program emphasizing stu- 
dent safety and the provision compre- 
hensive insurance coverage are both es- 
sential for the modern elementary sec- 
ondary school.

Chalk and Chalkboards

The more generic term, chalkboard, has 
superseded the familiar term, blackboard, 
since the green board has come into vogue. 
But whether the color green black; 
whether the material slate, glass, plastic, 
some other composition, chalk al- 
ways used, and chalk determines the main- 
tenance procedures. 


Preparing the Chalkboard 

stands reason, that get good re- 
sults, the beginning products must 
high quality; that means, good grade 
chalk and chalkboard must selected. 
First class chalk consists almost exclusively 
precipitated calcium carbonate. Whit- 
ing, also called, held together 
glue some sort. When chalk applied 
the board, tiny, gritty particles catch, 
and microscopic pits hold, the soft chalk 
material the board and make legible 
whatever written. perfectly smooth 
surface like glass hard varnish would 
therefore unsuitable. 

Thus the pores the chalkboard are im- 
portant factors. Before the boards are put 
into general use, they should “chalked 
up”; then the chalk worked into the 
pores with good quality felt eraser; 
finally the entire surface cleaned with 
dry first-quality chamois soft loosely 
woven cotton cloth. 


Use Dry Cleaning 
Dry chalk dust the pits the board 
not harmful; fact this the normal 
condition chalkboard use. However, 
water used clean the boards, 
combines with the glue form gummy 


precipitate that eventually fills the 
pores. This amounts setting smooth 
glasslike surface, unsuitable for writing 
with chalk. Therefore, the fundamental 
for care chalkboard is: never use 
water; always “dry-clean,” with erasers 
and chamois cloth. keep the 
chamois pliable and soft should not 
washed with water; dusting with the 
vacuum cleaner should suffice. 

With the above principles mind, 
advisable erase and clean the boards 
the close each school day. When the 
rooms cool down during the night, the 
moisture the room might condense 
the writing surface, combine with the 
binder the chalk and thus form hard 
coating difficult erase. 

water must not used the 
boards, with all the more reason cleaning 
fluids should avoided. Most them 
contain kerosene, organic solvents, oils, 
caustic soda, other ingredients harmful 
the chalkboard surface. Oil any form 
should never applied chalkboard. 
fills the pores, thus reducing the 
abrasive action the surface. The latter 
becomes slick, the chalk slips and poor 
mark made. 


Choose the Chalk 


Attention must given the type 
colored chalk used. Most colored chalks 
are designed for use paper. They are 
highly pigmented and the coloring material 
tends remain the pores pro- 
ducing smear. Evidently wax crayons 
should never used. There are reputable 
firms that produce colored chalk made 
specifically for chalkboards. These chalks 
may bit the expensive side, but 
here again, good quality good economy.

Psychiatrist Discusses Problem 
Children 


Dr. Frank Ayd, Jr., told School Sisters 
Notre Dame attending educational con- 
ference held Mount Mary College, Mil- 
waukee, that “every classroom the United 
States has eight children with either scho- 
lastic behavior problem.” Dr. Ayd, Bal- 
timore psychiatrist who the father 
children, said there are four causes for these 
problems: emotional difficulties, mental diffi- 
culties, intellectual inadequacy, 
diseases the nervous system.

why clay must 
completely dry 
before bisque firing 


Students often become enthusiastic after 
finishing piece ceramic ware, they want 
fire the piece immediately. explanation 
the disastrous results that may occur 
the clay not carefully dried before firing 
may help them understand why drying 
period necessary. 

You might explain this way. The water 
that mixed with the clay make pliable 
remains the piece after formed. Be- 
cause this moisture cannot escape quickly 
enough through the thick clay when 
heated the kiln, turns steam, exerting 
terrific inner pressure. this pressure 
that often ruins clay piece causing 
crack explode the kiln. 


Preventing “Blow-ups” the Kiln 


avoid this, necessary for the piece 
completely dry before fired. The dry- 
ing period may vary, depending the 
thickness the ware. Thinner pieces will 
dry short time, while the thicker objects 
may require days, depending the 
humidity. the thicker pieces, the sur- 
face moisture evaporates first and although 
the ware may seem dry, cold the 
touch, not ready for firing. the stu- 
dent has modeled thick piece sculpture, 
the drying period may hastened hol- 
lowing out the piece the bottom. 
Another important factor 
the kiln, the elimination 
air pockets trapped the clay. This may 
done only using clay that has been 
thoroughly wedged. When the student builds 
piece pottery the slab coil meth- 
od, sure holes air spaces are not de- 
veloped. Finally, use clay that “blow-up”
